pacity. They have organized enterprises in 
which millions of capital are invested and 
they conduct them in masterly fashion. On 
every hand one sees great houses which are 
world institutions, and they are adminis- 
tered economically and efficiently. 

In view of the tremendous amount of busi- 


pess talent in the city it is surprising that. 


some of it has not been directed toward pro- 


Viiding the city with a business organization. 


Tt has been truly said that everybody's 
business is nobody's business.“ But when it 
is considered that local government affects 
in an intimate way the life and career of 
each inhabitant and that it determines in 
large measure the value of a city for social 
and commercial purposes, the importance of 
proper administration at once is apparent. 
t know citizens, as a rule, have practically 
all they can do to attend to their own affairs: 
but one of the obligations of citizenship, one 
of the obligations due for the rights and pro- 
tection they enjoy, is participation in the 
government, and participation means work 


in the interest of economy and efficiency. 


Unified Government Essential. 

In the study of the governmental system 
in Chicago which I have been making for 
several weeks I have uncovered serious evils. 
There is confusion in administration, there 


is conflict of authority, there is a wonderful 


distribution of responsibility. Instead of a 
unified government, which is essential if the 
best results are to be obtained, I have found 
half a dozen governments, the powers of 
which are similar in important respects and 
affecting the same people. Well informed 
citizens say that the condition today is not 
a circumstance to what it was ten or more 
years ago; that then the community was 
controlled by twenty different local govern- 
ments; that there were even towns within the 
city which enjoyed the right to tax, the 
right to exercise judicial administration, etc. 
Many of these local governments have dis- 
appeared and the towns have been abolished. 

But there still exists a bewildering number 
of admitisfitions. Chicago is in the grip 


f a city as well as a county government. 


In addition it has as separate entities the 
sanitary district, the board of education, 
the public library board, and various park 
boards. Each of these bodies has authority 
fo collect taxes and most of them have the 
power to borrow money. The responsibility 
of what may be termed the subsidiary organ- 
izations les either to the governor of the 
State, the Circuit court judges of the county, 
or to the mayor. The municipal and county 
governments, of course, are responsible di- 
rectly to the people. 


System Wasteful and Costly. 
This diffusion of responsibility naturally 
begets waste and extravagance. In the 
municipal government itself, the same re- 
suite flow from a woefully antique system. 
Instead of the mayor having complete power 
and therefore being accountable for every 
sin of omission and commission; he is em- 
barrassed by the operations of independent 
Officers such as the city clerk, the city treas- 
urer, etc. If he can work in harmony with 
those officjals, then no harm is suffered by 
the city. On the other hand, if friction de- 


velop the interests of the city are injured. 


By all means the mayor should be held 
responsible for every feature of his adminis- 
tration. If, for instance, the treasurer whom

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POOR MAN’S MONEY 


IS GREAT MENACE 


Silver Certificates, Cireulat- 
ing Medium Among Masses, 
Might Upset Prosperity 
in Any Crisis. 


STANDS ON WEAK BASIS. 


Government Does Not Promise 
to Redeem Paper Which Is 
Worth Only 40 Cents 
on the Dollar. 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special }—In 
some previous articles of this series, which 
are intended to be the merest primers of 
financial theory, I have shown some of the 
objections to the greenback and some of 
the reasons why it ought to be wiped out of 
existence. The same things apply in a lesser 
degree to the silver . certificate, which 1s 
today the most familiar form we money 
in this country. 

Some time ago the government adopted 
the policy of making the silver certificate the 
instrument of retail trade. This was a wise 
thing In one way and the plan was adopted 
because the old heads in congress, notably 
Senators Allison and Aldrich, recognized the 
fact that the silver dollar, whether in coin 
or in paper, is one of the most dangerous 
features of our present patchwork currency 
system. 

The scheme was therefore devised of put- 
ting our silver certificates into the form 
of notes of the lowest possible denomina- 
tion. The result is they are kept in retail 
trade and are little Mable to be presented 
for redemption in gold, except in times of 
great suspicion and of positive fnancia! 
panic. On the other hand, they are not apt 
to be hoarded, because a twenty dollar gold 
certificate which calls for actual bullion 
value is at once more convenient and more 
valuable than twenty one dollar silver cer- 
tificates. 


Certificates Poor Man’s Currency. 

It has come about, therefore, that the wage- 
earner, the man of small income and the littie 
retail dealer are better acquainted with the 
silver certificate of the $1, $2, and $5 denomi- 
nattons than they are with any of the others 
of our various forms of paper currency. It 
is this fact which brings the currency ques- 
tion home to the poor man. 

If there ever is any discount on silver in 
this country, owing to the unwillingness or 
inability of the government te maintain it 
on a par with gold, it is the man working 
for small wages and the merchant who does 
a small business Who will be the first and the 
greatest eufferers. They are the ones, there- 
fore, who are particularly interested in any 
kind of a reform which will make the money 
they handle from day to day just as good as 


that which is piled up by the millions in the 


vaults of the great national banks of Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis, or Omaha. 

On the first day of the present month, 
according to the figures supplied to me by 
the bureau of the mint, the bullion in the 
silver dollar, supposed to represent 100 cents, 
was actually worth only a fraction over 
40 cents, the exact figure being, decimally 
expressed, .40217. 


Government Only a Trustee. 

It some of my hard worked and poorly paid 
friends will look at the money they receive 
in their next pay envelope they will find that 
all the bills of low denomination with a 
few exceptions are in the same form. They 
are silver certificates. They declare the 
United States of America will pay to the 
bearer on demand one silver dollar.“ 

That means that a big cart wheel dollar of 
silver has been deposited in the United 
States treasury and that there has been is- 
sued against it this certificate. The govern- 
ment is mérely a trustee. It has received a 
silver dollar from somebody and is willing 


to pay that silver dollar back on demand.” 


It gives the use of its vaults free for the 
convenience of the public, but its obiiga- 
tion ends there. 

Read over your silver certificate and you 
will not find anywhere upon it a single prom- 
ise to redeem it in any way except by pay- 
ing out just what it calls for, which isa sil- 
ver dollar of the established legal weight. 
Now, that silver dollar is worth in actual 
value only 40 cents. The fact is, therefore, 
that the retail trade of the country is being 
conducted by means of a currency which is 
worth only 40 cents on the dollar, and the 
great mass of the wage earners are being 
paid in a currency which, if the government 
were to stick to the strict letter of its ob- 
ligation, would give them only 40 cents in 
cash for every dollar of their earnings. 


Real Danger in System. 


There is a danger here which the wage. 


earners and the retailers and the poorer 
class in general should be the first to de- 
mand to have remedied for their own pro- 
tection. If there were a difference in value 
between the gold and silver certificates in 
daily trade, everybody knows what would 
happen. The big firms would hold on to their 
gold and pay out their silver, and the wage 
earner who did not get enough in a week to 
entitle him to many gold certificates neces- 
sarily would be compelled to take silver be- 
cause practically all of the bille of low de- 
nomination are now silver certificates, ex- 
cept a few greenbacks and some national 
bank notes. 

It ia true that the government by virtue 
of @ mere declaration of congress has adopt- 
ed what is known as the gold Standard. This 
adoption, however, is an extremely flimsy 
basis of values. Any time that a congress 
and president of the same mind get together, 
this declaration for the gold standard could 
be wiped out and then there would be abso- 
lutely nothing behind the silver certificates 
but 40 cents of real bullion value. 

As it ts today, the government maintains 
the silver certificate at par. It ought to do 
so if for no other reason because it made 
a dishonest pot of money out of their issue. 
It bought bullion at ite actual value. coined 
it into silvér dollars, and passed them out 
upon the people at their face value far in 
advance af that they are really worth.

Railroad Begins Fight, Against 
the Illinois Statute. 


RATES WILL BB RAISED. 


Test Case Based on Claim That Measure 
Is Unconstitutional. 


Springfield, III., Oct. 18.—The constitution- 
ality of the Illinois 2 cent rate law is attacked 
in an action brought in the federal court by 
the Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis railrvad 
company. 

Judge Humphrey in the United States Cir- 
cult court today granted a preliminary in- 
junction restraining the attorney general of 
the state and all of the state's attorneys for 
the counties through which the rallroad of 
the Chicago, Peoria, and St. Louis railroad 
company of Illinois runs, from enforcing cr 


attempting in any manner to enforce be 


2 cent passenger rate act of this state against 
John P. Ramsey and H. M. Merriam, receiv- 
ers of that railway. 

It has not yet been determined just what 
date the receivers will restore the old rates. 


Attorney General to Move. 

There will be no hearing on the merits cf 
the case until the attorney general moves 
to dissolve the injunction. At that time 
it is#expected a full hearing will be nad 
which probably will attract the officers of 
many railroads in this state as the question 
of the validity of the 2 cent rate act is one of 
vital importance to all the railroads. 

The order for the injunction was entered 
upon @ petition filed by Philip Barton War- 
ren, solicitor for the receivers, in which it 
is alleged, among other things, that tre 2 
cent rate act is unreasonable, unjusi, op- 
pressive, discriminatory, confiscatory, and 
void. That it attempts to deny to corpera- 
tions and persons operating railroads the 
right to a judicial investigation of the valid- 
ity and reasonableness of the rates of 
charges for the transportation of passenge's, 
in violation of section 1 of the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the United 
States. 


Claims Profits Wiped Out. 

It also charges that, notwithstanding ‘he 
railway was operated with great economy, 
the gros receipts from the carrying of such 
passengers during said period, after deduct- 
ing therefrom the cost of conducting such a 
business, were not sufficient to leave any 
adequate profit upon the property used in toe 
service. 

It further is alleged the 2 cent rate act 
is in violation of section 12, article 4, and 
section 15, article 12, of the constitution of 
Illinois, in that, by fixing a limit to the 
fare to be charged adult persons and thuse 
persons under the age of 12 years, wiiile 
placing no limitation upon the rate of fare 
to be charged persons not adults but over 
the age of 12 years, it creates a quscrimina- 
tion against said persons and denies to them 
the equal protection of the laws. 


SECOND SUIT IN STATE. 

This is, the second suit brought hy an Int 
nets road attackigg the constitutionality of 
the Illinois passenger fare law. The first 
suit was filed at Chester by a small road, the 
Illinois Southern, which applied for an in- 
junction to restrain the enforcement of the 
law @ year ago, but the case never came to a 
final hearing. 

Many of the larger roads have complained 
that the 2 cent fare law has not brought 
about’ an increase in the number of passen- 
gers sufficient to make up for the loss in 
revenue, and, that although their passenger 
traffic has increased the increase in revenues 
has not been in proportion, but none of them 
has been willing to make a test case. 

Every railroad in the state will be interest- 
ed in the outcome of the suit, as the larger 
roads have preferred to wait until a minor 
road, which might present a better case 
against the law, should have made a test « 
its constitutionality in the courts. 


BANK CLERK FALLS TO DEATH. 


Raymond McCarthy, Employed at Corn 
Exchange National, Stumbles 
Into Elevator Shaft. 


A fall down an elevator shaft at the Corn 
Exchange National bank resulted in the in- 
stamt death last night of Raymond Mc- 
Carthy, a clerk employed in the bank. 

McCarthy with several others had been 
working after hours inthe bank. When they 


| finished McCarthy opened the door and pulled 


the elevator cable. He lost his balance, and 
before any one could aid him, had plunged 
headlong into the basement. A physician 
said that his neck had been broken by the 
fall. 

He was 24 years old and lived at 4206 West 
Monroe street. 


CHICAGO MAN FOUND SLAIN. 


Henry R. Frankland Discovered with. 
Throat Cut Under Omaha Via- 
duct and Robbed. 


The body of Henry R. Frankland of 1148 
Wilcox avenue. Chicago, wae found between 
the railroad tracks under the viaduct near 
the Union station at Omaha, Neb., last night. 
The man’s throat had been cut and the jugu- 
lar vein severed. 

He had evidently been robbed, as his pock- 
ets were turned inside out, although two $20 
bills had been overlooked. 

The police are looking for a colored man 
who was seen with Frankland, who had been 
drinking. Frankland flashed a big roll of 
bills. He wasa cook and a member of Odd- 
fellows’ lodge No. 240. He had telegraphed 
here that he was on his way home.

EUROPE INFLAMED 


Rage for Revenge; Socialists 
Say Alfonso Has Sealed 


His Own Doom. 


EMBASSIES IN DANGER. 


Troops Guard Vatican, Too; Mob 
Kills Policeman; Condemned 
Rebel Goes Bravely to 
Be Shot. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—Reports which are 
reaching London hourly of rioting in Paris 
and Rome, and of meetings in many other 
French and Italian cities, denouncing King 
Alfonso and the present Spanish government, 
indic Mut that the execution at Bar- 
— morning of Prof. Francisco Fer- 


plunged Spain into a political crisis of ex- 
treme seriousness. 

The rigid censorship being exercised at 
Madrid over all news dispatches sent from 
any part of the Spanish kingdom, makes it 
impossible to learn what is transpiring there, 
but it is assumed that the indignation ex- 
pressed in the other Latin nations is a refiec- 
tion of still greater unrest in Alfonso's own 
domain. 

At Rome the Vatican and the homes of the 
Spanish embassies to the church capita! and 
the Quirinal all are under heavy giiards of 
troops, while mobs are parading the streets 
shouting ** Down with reactionism! Dorn 
with the Jesuits!" “Down with Merry del 
Val!“ and Long live Ferrer!“ 

A late dispatch from Genoa states that 
rioting is going on there, and that the police 
are firing on the mob. 


Mob Kills Paris Policeman. 

At Paris the manifestation of protest 
against Ferrer’s execution gave rise to riot- 
ing this evening, in which a policeman was 
killed by a shot intended for Prefect of Po- 
lee Lepine, which passed so close to him 
that his face was marked by powder. 

A massmeeting was summoned by special 
editions of Deputy Jaures’ newspaper, “ Hu- 
manite,”” and Herve’s organ, The Social 
War,“ published this afternoon, calling on 
every one to meet in the Place de Clichy 
and proceed to the house of the Spanish am- 
bassador on Boulevard de Courcelles at 9:80. 
Herve's appeal was worded with more than 
his customary violence. He said: 

“The royal young idiot, whose heart has 
not Been touched by Ferrer’s daughter's 
tears or the indignant protests of the civil- 
ized world, is an assassin. He will end like 
his neighbor, Portugal's royal hog. He signed 
his own condemnation to death this morn- 
ing and when he dies like a dog no man of 
heart in the whole worid um shed a single 
tear over the royal carrion.” 


10,000 March on Embassy. 

He concluded with an appeal to all union- 
ists, socialists, and anarchists to join in the 
demonstration of protest. 

A procession of 10,000 persons, crying “ as- 
sassin. Vive Ferrer.“ Abas la Calcotte,” 
and singing the “ Internationale,’’ started at 
a brisk rate from the Place de Clichy about 9 
o' clock. The block in which the Spanish 
embassy is situated had been cordoned from 
early evening. A single line of sixteen mu- 
nicipal guards barred Boulevard de Cour- 
celles and guards were stationed another 
block nearer.the Place de Clichy. 

No attempt was made to stop the proces- 
sion, which was allowed to occupy the whole 
breadth of the avenue, but when the mob 
arrived within fifty yards of the municipal 
guards the latter advanced smartly and met 
them. It was not a charge, but a rapid ad- 
vance. As the mounted men met the crowd 
five revolver shots were fired from the ranks 
of the procession. The shots seemed tocome 
from one revolver. Immediately reinforce- 
ments of mounted police hurried up and 
drove back the crowd 100 yards with blows 
from their sheathed swords. 


Mob Burns Auto Buses. 


Here two more shots were fired, one of 
which killed the policeman mentioned above. 
The rioting then became general. The crowd 
broke all the gas lamps in the surrounding 
streets. The mounted police charged repeat- 
edly. The mob stopped three auto~buses 
within 200 yards of each other in the Rue 
Tocqueville and set them on fire. They were 
destroyed. 

An attempt was made to form a barricade 
with lamp posts which were torn down. An 
order was given to draw sabers, and sixty 
mounted soldiers, followed by the police, 
made a savage charge, scattering the crowd. 

Two men who fied just after the two shots 
were fired were arrested.

One woman is reported to 
have been killed. 

The number of wounded rioters is not 
known, but 200 were taken to hospitals. 
Three hundred were arrested. Deputy 
Jaures fell among the police and was rough- 
ly handled, his clothing being torn off. 

A policeman who was shot during the dem- 
onstration died in the hospital Another 
policeman is in a serious condition. 

Until a late hour the police fell on any knot 
that gathered, hitting men and women indis- 
criminately. Many journalists suffered from 
these onsiaughts, as it was impossible to 
show police passes in the darkness, which 
was only relieved by a few flares of light 
from the bases of the broken lamp posts.

| Wiss MacArthur of London Leads 


Chieagoans in Street Campaign. 
ASK GIRL TOILERS TO UNITE. 


‘‘Bombard” Factory and Plead Cause 
Amid Jeers of Crowd. 


English suffragette methods, minus the 
stone throwing feature, were adopted yester- 
day by the leaders of the Women's Trade 
Union league in the first street meeting of a 
campaign designed to arouse public senti- 
ment on the question of the constitutionality 
of the ten hour law for women in industry. 

The demonstration was held in front of the 
entrance to the factory of W. C. Ritchie & 
Co., West Van Buren and Green streets, 
where nearly fifty officers and members of 
the league gathered late in the afternoon and 
made speeches from a carriage, exhorting 
the Women employés of the concern to. or- 
ganize and aid the fight for better conditions 
for working women. 

Ingidentally, the demonstration was in- 
tended by the women as an expression of 
their displeasure against W. C. Ritchie, head 
of the coneern, for filing application for the 
injunction issued by Judge Tuthill restrain- 
ing State Factory Inspector Edgar T. Davies 
from enforcing the new ten hour law. 


Crowd Surrounds Carriage. 

Shortly before 5 o'clock, about the time 
when the 14 year old girls were quitting work 
for the day and leaving the factory, Mrs. 
Raymond. Robins, president of the league; 
Miss Mary R. Macarthur of London, and 
Miss Emma Steghagen, secretary of the 
league, drove up to the curb in a carriage 
and started the meeting. 

The banner of the league in white and gold 
letters was perched high on the box of the 
vehicle as a sign of detiance. Other members 
followed on foot or came by street cars from 
every direction, and soon there was a crowd 
of more than @ hundred around the carriage. 

The women stuck resolutely to their task 
despite jeers from street urchins, and as the 
stream of employés poured in increasing 
numbers from the factory the crowd around 
the speakers grew in size. Miss Macarthur 
mounted the improvised rostrum first, and, 
facing the office windows of the factory, she 
began: 

Fellow workingwomen, we have come 
out here to speak to you about the condition 
of the workers; we wish to tell you that there 
is hope for you in organization. Mr. Ritchie 
denies you the right to organize, but we teil 
0u— 

Her words were drowned in a storm of 
yells. whistles, and rumbling of vehicles. 


Sends Out Scouts to Get Girls. 

Noticing that the little girls were timid 
about stopping and listening to the orators, 
Mrs. Robins sent several women as scouts co 
gather in the girls. It was reported also that 
Mr. Ritchie gave orders to the girls no“ :o 
stop at the carriage when leaving the fac- 
tory. This aroused the women and, headed 
by Miss Anna Willard of the Waitresses’ 
union, a score of pickets posted theniselves 
at various entrances and urged the girls to 
stop. The names and addresses of many of 
the girls were obtained in this way. These 
will be communicated with and an efiort 
made to organize them into a union, 

When the pickets became busy a woman in- 
formation clerk in the Ritchie company's 
mee posted herself outside the door and 
urged the employés to keep away wis ug tre 
agitators.’’ 

By this time Miss Macarthur had . 
speaking and was relieved by Mrs. Robins, 
who did her best to be heard above the din. 
‘Miss Steghagen and Miss Agnes Nestor fol- 
lowed Mrs. Robins as,epeakers. 


Jeer at the Speakers. °

crowd and began an argument with one dt 
the girls, several in the crowd yelled:

Speaks to Women Who May Vote. 

Now, gentlemen and ladies—for I don’t 
know whether you are going to let the ladies 
vote or not, and I speak, thérefore, with due 
consideration—you are anticipating state- 
hood. You are anxious to show what you 
can do as an independent government, and 
Iam afraid you are anticipating the pleasure 
of that independence without fully under- 
standing or realizing now the responsibilities 
of it, and, therefore, if after having made 
this announcement, I point out some of the 
difficulties that you are going to have, you 
will excuse me. 

“You have got to formulate a constitution 
after the congress says you shall come in, 
and I want tosay.a word about that constitu- 
tion. In saying so, I give you an earnest 
knowledge of the seriousness with which I 
say that I believe you will be made a state. 
A constitution is for the purpose of laying 
down fundamental limitations upon your 
legislature and your executive. Now, if you 
think that in that constitutional convention

Oklahoma a Garden of Cranks. 
| “The greatest constitution that ever was 
made is the constitution of the United States, 
and you can go through that in a short time.

I don’t mean 
to gay that it has no good ideas in it; it has. 
But the idea of tying down a legislature which 
fs an experiment, so to speak, with the laws 
that are to be adapted to @ new territory, 
with a long discourse imposing all sorts of 
limitations, is a mistake which you ought 
to profit by.

When the habit is acquired firmly there 
may be some satisfaction in the fact that 
there are such things to be seen, but a single 
session with these cyclopedic lectures is 
more or less disconcerting. All of it can- 
not be remembered; for statistics, art, com- 
merce, philosophy, and variegated botany 
rub elbows with ethnology and ancient his- 
tory, and though they do so logically the 
compendium of knowledge is too much for 
a single session of absorption.

Mr. Holmes took up the subject of that 
little known country, Ceylon, last evening. 
The subhead is worded The Garden of 
Eden as It Is Today. The lecturer makes 
thie comparison with impunity, for no one 
may deny his assumption, and the pictures 
seem to justify almost any extravagance in 
label. He starts out with a careful state- 
ment of the particular virtues of the capita’ 
city, Colombo.

We have 
a good long view of the betel nut in its most 
violent demonstration.

Thence, like Xenophon, we proceed to the 
consideration of diverse orders of architec- 
ture and religious philosophies older than 
the history of Europe. Through it all runs 
a leit-motif of motion pictures of every- 
thing under the Ceylonian sun. Soon looms 
up the mountain capital, the exquisite sum- 
mer resort named Kandy. Appropriately 
enough, as the lecturer observed, in this 
city is to be seen the splendid Temple of 
the Tooth.

There has 
been a tendency in recent years to centralize 
undue power in the central government. 
Such power, once conferred, is rarely re- 
covered to the people. Bankers should be the 
first. to discourage any improper govern- 
mental tendency and should be the first te 
lend the enormous weight of their great local 
influence to a proper balancing of. govern- 
mental powers between the states and the 
nation.“ 

President Foreman in his address to the 
association declared that it would be his 
work in the future to cement the ties that 
bind the bankers of Illinois. 

„ We've got to get together,” said he. 
„Wall street is watching us, as are the 
financial centers. As for the central bank, 
the postal savings, and bank guarantee 
schemes, I am not ready to say just exactly 
what I think about these propositions. How-

Decatur, III., Oct. 13.— [Special. Col. Ves- 
pasian Warner today announced that he 
would resign as United States commissioner 
of pensions.

Col. Warner will be in Clinton and 
central Illinois the next two weeks, after 
which he will return to Washington and close 
up the affairs of his office. He then will pre- 
sent his resignation to President Taft, ac- 
cording to the announcement made here. 

Col. Warrer has large interests to look after 
not only in a personal way but as the ex- 
ecutor of the estate of his father and the 
executor of the Moore estate. These estates 
combined represent one of the largest hold- 
ings in central Illinois. There has been 
much litigation in connection with the War- 
ner estate, which js given as an added reason 
for the resignation.

dime. That is to say, its face value has but 
little to do with its coinage value. It will 
never go out of the country, because no man 
would export a silver dollar when he could 
get gold in exchange for it at par in this 
country, export the gold and get.twice as 
much silver in some oriental country. 

If when we stopped coining silver dollars 
as aresult of the brave stand taken by Grover 
Cleveland, we had forthwith adopted the 
policy of converting all this mass of white 
metal into subsidiary. silver coinage, the 
problem would have been a great dea! simp- 
ler than it is today, and the masses of the 
people would not be at the mercy of any wild 
financial crank who raises the cry; as it may 
be raised any day, that the government does 
its full duty when k redeems the silver cer- 
tificate in silver dollars, as it promises to do. 


Plan for Betterment Spoiled. 

At the beginning of this month our silver 
eertificates outstanding amounted to $4%.- 
826,000. There were, therefore, in circulation 
about $140,000.000 more silver certificates 
than greenbacks, while the national bank 
notes exceeded a total of silver certificates 
only by something less than  $220,000,000. 
Some time ago there was a shortage of 
subsidiary currency. There was a demand 
all over the country for small change. The 
natural thing’ to do at that time. was to coin 
some of the silver in the treasury into small 
change, destroying a corresponding amount 
of certificates, a process which might have 
been kept up for years, or for generations. 

The old silver element in congress was on 
the alert, however, and in order to supply the 
demand for subsidiary silver the treasury 
was actually forced imto the absurd position 
of buying more of this depreciated bullion, 
leaving the full amount of the silver certifi- 
cates in circulation as an actual menace upon 
the prosperity. of the country, and particular- 
ly upon the well being of the poorer classes of 
the people. 

It must be evident to everybody that a 
form of currency which is 40 per cent honest 
money and 60 per cent mere promise to pay 
is not a thing which the wage earning classes 
of the people can look at intelligently without 
bélieving they are being discriminated 
against. 


People Must See Menace. 

With nearly nine-tenths of a billion of gold 
certificates as solid as Bank of England 
notes, but practically all absorbed by the 
moneyed classes, with a third of a billion of 
greenbacks representing the government’s 
promise to pay, and nothing more, with near- 
ly half billion of silver certificates worth 
only 40 cents on the dollar and almost wholly 
absorbed in retail trade by the wage earners, 
and with two-thirds of a billion of national 
bank notes secured only by government 
bonds, the supply of which is now practically 
exhausted, it is time for the people to con- 
sider whether in these days of prosperity, 
When there is but little danger of a panic 
from new conditions, they will not remodel 
their whole currency system, and do it care- 
fully, intelligently, wisely, but thoroughly.

construction of this road has grown out of the 
defeat of the plan to build the Hsinmintun- 
Fakumen railroad, Japan has formally noti- 
fied China that while it does not intend to 
obstruct that government, it wit] maintain 
its right to be consulted with respect to Man- 
churian railways. Though Japan does not 
claim the right to veto, it reserves decision 
with regard to subsequent action. 

Recent events in connection with the recall 
to Washington of Charles R. Crane, the 
American minister designated to China, pre- 
cipitated Japan’s action. It is understood 
that the action of the American secretary of 
state followed Japan’s solicitations not only 
on account of Mr. Crane’s alleged utterances 
but because of American commercial activi- 
ties in Manchuria under a former American 
efficial, whom the Japanese regard as exceed- 
‘ingly active in the anti-Japanese movement 
in Manchuria following the war. 


FATHER CALLS IT “FRAMEUP.”

CURTISS GETS READY T0 FLY 


Aviator Adjusts Aeroplane to 
Make Trial Flights Today. 


VIEWS HAWTHORNE TRACK. 


Picks Sites for Starts and Landings; 
Baldwin Also Arrives. 


Glenn H. Curtiss. international champion 
aviator, investigated conditions within the 
enclosure of the Hawthorne race track yes- 
terday, where he will give flying exhibitions 
at the close of the week. Accompanied by a 
party of newspaper men, he tramped-over the 
meadow, picked out spots where good starts 
could be made, and selected landings. 

His aeroplane. shiped from New York, was 
put together during the day by T. C. Sheider, 
the mechanician who was with Curtiss at 
Rheims and more recently at St. Louis. Cur- 
tiss announced that he would try trial flights 
this afternoon. ‘

BACKS UP CHARGE 
AGAINST GAYNOR 


Kings County Official Corrob- 
orates Ivins’ Allegations of 
Gambling Plot.“ 


TRIED TO PREVENT TEST. 


Assistant Prosecutor Tells of 
„Golf Ball“ Decision in De- 
tailed Statement. 


„ 

New York, Oct. 13.—The principal engage - 
ment today in the political warfare pre- 
ceding the municipal election was a sensa- 
tional attack upon William J. Gaynor, Demo- 
cratic nominee for mayor, by Roben H. 
Elder, assistant district attorney of Kings 
county, who has represented the state in a 
fight to enforce the anti-betting laws on the 
racetracks. 

The attack, in the form of a statement, 
was designed to support and supply details 
to the charges made Monday night by Wil- 
lam M. Ivins, a Republican-Hearst suppor- 
ter, that Gaynor as a justice of the Supreme 
court, had sought to defeat the purpose of 
the anti-gambling statute. 

Mr. Elder says he, toe, had learned of the 
alleged conference of Justice Gaynor, State 
Senator Patrick H. McCarren and Eugene 
Wood of Brooklyn, at which the constitu- 
tionality of the racetrack law was discussed, 
and that, gs is alleged, a test case was con- 
templated, upon which Justice Gaynor was 


to render a decision. 


Says He Tried to Stop It. 

Mr. Elder tells haw he attempted to frus- 
trate this alleged effort to get a test case 
before Gaynor and that the justice, in con- 
nection with a case of betting on golf, eventu- 
ally declared it was not an offense to make a 


bet on the racetrack. 


The Elder statement says in part: 

The new law against public gambling on 
the racecourse went into effect on June 11. 
1908. At that time racing was going on at 
Sheepshead Bay. A few days after the law 
went into effect a public official of promi- 


| nence, who has been aiding me in my efforts 


to enforce the law, came to me and stated 
that he, only a few moments before, had 
engaged in conversation with Eugene Wood. 
He said Wood had stated ke him that he 
(Wood) and Senator Patrick H. McCarren had 
been present at a conversation with Judge 
Gaynor in which the constitutionality and the 
validity of the new gambling law were dis- 
cussed and in which they discussed how the 
law could be mullified and that a case in the 
nature of a habeas corpus proceeding was 
being arranged to be brought before Gaynor 
to get a decision that would allow the gam- 
blers to do business on the racecourse. 

„Probably an hour after this another 
public official of high prominence, whom I 
met upon the racecourse, stated to me sub- 
stantially the same thing. I believed then 
that this conversation did take place because 
of the direct and official way in which the 
information came to me. I believe yet that it 
took place.“ 

Habeas Corpus Action Proposed. 

The statement adds that counsel for the 
alleged gamblers and for the Jockey club 
later proposed to Mr. Elder the bringing ofa 
habeas corpus action in order to get a de- 
cision on the law, but that he declined to 
enter into the arrangement and requested 
all the police magistrates in Brooklyn not 
to issue any warrant without first giving him 
an opportunity to oppose the application. 

Mr. Elder goes on to say that the golf ball 
case was not brought in Kings county, but in 
Nassau county, and before Justice Gaynor. 

In this case, says the statement, it 
was alleged that Sterling made a bet with’ 
another upon the result of a game of golf 
and that he recorded and registered the bet 
on a card. In his opinion Gaynor made a 
definition of a common gambler. Under this 
definition William Engeman, a personal ac- 
quaintance of Gaynor, who previously had 
been indicted as a common gambler, as chief 
owner of the Brighton Beach track, Was not 
atcommon gambler. 

“The learned court also decided that it 
was not an offense to mgke a bet on a race- 
course, and that it was no offense to register 
and record the same.“ 

Justice Gaynor tonight read the Elder 
statement, but did not intimate whether he 
would make reply. The-Ivins charges he 
branded as lies. 

The Republican candidate, Otto T. Ban- 
nard, was the only one of the three mayoralty 
nominees to do any active campaigning to- 
day. He spoke to a newly organized Re- 
publican club at Columbia university and at 
several east side political gatherings. 

Ballot as Big as Bedsheet. 

At midnight, when the time for filing nom- 
ination petitions expired, it was found that 
both the Hearst Civic alliance petition and 
that of Hearst’s Democratic rivals in Brook- 
lyn had been duly recorded in complete form. 
It now is up to the board of*elections to de- 
cide when it meets on Friday which party is 
entitled to the name and emblem. President 
Dooling of the board said tonight: 

„The ballot bids fair to be as big as a bed 
sheet if all the tickets nominated by petition 
survive. The petitions came in by van loads 
tonight and there has been no time to care- 
fully examine them.” 

There are scores of minor municipal parties 
and organizations in the lot, many of which, 
however, bave indorsed the various candi- 
dates of the greater parties.

New Charter Sure to Come. 

That a new charter will be granted to Chi- 
cago cannot be doubted. The prosperity of 
the city, and consequently the prasperity of 
the state, depends to a certain extent upon 
reform in municipal government. There 
must be central control of finances. Chicago 
has grown to such enormous proportions that 
the present systems are incapable of ade- 
quately and properly safe guarding the needs 
of the community: Until the last session of 
the legislature, when legislation was enacted 
empowering the city to borrow up to sub- 
stantially $16,000,000, the debt of the city for 
a generation had remained practically sta- 
tionary. It is true that from time to time 
additional authority for borrowing had been 
granted for park and sanitary district pur- 
poses, but nothing had been done for gen- 
eral city imprevements.

United Societies’ Man, Unap- 
peased by Canteen Talk, 
Writes to Dickinson. 


SEES A POLITICAL MOVE. | 


Michaelis Charges Big Temper- 
ance Parade Was Prohibi- 
tion Demonstration. 


Apparently Gen. Fred D. Grant's defense 
of the army canteen as opposed to prohibi- 
tion of the sale of liquors at army posts does 
not compensate. in the minds of mémbers of 
the United Societies, for his appearance in 
full army uniform of his rank as grand mar- 
shal of the recent great temperance parade. 
A second letter of protest to Gen. Grant's ac- 
tion in participating in the parade in army 
uniform was mailed to Secretary of War 
Dickinson yesterday by W. R. Michaelis of 
the United Societies. : 


Mr. Michaelis’ Letter. 

The letter of protest is as follows: 

IJ am in receipt of your letter in which you 
state that you do not know the facts, but 
have seen it stated ‘ that it was not a prohibi- 
tion parade, but a temperance and law en- 
forcement parade,’ and that Gen. Grant par- 
ticipated in the parade as an individual and 
not as in any way representing the army 
or war department. I did not intend after 
writing my letter of Sept. 28 to have further 
encroached upon your attention or to engage 
in a prolonged controversy with Gen. Grant 
over this incident. 

I never have questioned the constitutional 
guarantee of equal privileges to al) citizens, 
and I stated that I did not dispute Gen. 
Grant's right to participate in this movement 
or parade as a private citizen, but protested 
against his injudicious use of the uniform of 
his high rank in the army as a means to ac- 
complish partisan ends. 

This demonstration was unquestionably 
held in the interests of the Prohibition party. 
In the press of the following day the parade 
was described as a Prohibition demonstra- 
tion, and it was reported that delegates from 
nearby towns and cities took part in the 
parade, carrying banners proclaiming Pro- 
hibition.’

Hard Battle Is Lost. 


The George Stone left Ashtabula, O., on 
Monday with a load of coal for Racine, Wis. 
It began to feel the effect of the southwest 
gale about 6:30 Monday evening and at mid- 
night began a desperate battle for life. All 
day Tuesday the vessel fought valiantly 
against the storm, but toward evening it 
became apparent that pumps were unequal 
to the task of removing the water that poured 
into the hold through the seams opened by 
the buffetting of the waves. 

About 9 p. m. the captain and crew realized 
that the storm had taken the vessel out of 
their control and it was a losing battle they 
fought from that time until about 2:30 a. m. 
today, when the Stone struck with a terrific 
jar upon the sand bar known of Grubb’s Reef, 
nearly five miles off the western shore of 
Point Pelee. 

The vessel was beginning to break up for- 
ward and the crew abandoned the pilot house 
and took up their station aft. Fire added to 
the dangers of the situation, the pllot house 
being burned to the deck before the blaze was 
‘gubdu byt the waves and spray. It is 
thought that one of the many lamps that 
were kept lighted in the pilot house to warm 
the men was overturned by the pounding of 
the boat on the reef. 


Boat Smashed; Try Another. 

Towards 9 o'clock a. m. today the danger 

of the vessel being broken to pieces became 
acute and Capt. Howell picked his crew for 
an attempt to reach shore in one of the small 
boats. The wooden boat was tried first, but 
while the attempt was being made to launch 
it the sea drove it against the steamer's side 
and broke a great hole in theside. Then was 
launched the steel lifeboat, and in this the 
captdin and his seven companions pulled 
away from the wreck and after a time were 
lost to the sight of those on board. 

The stanch little craft fought its way 
among the breakers without serious mishap 
over most of the distance to shore, but when 
almost outside the zone of danger a mountain 
comber capsized it and left the eight passen- 
gers struggling in the icy breakers. Second 
Mate Hindle and Wheelsman Conner were 
the only ones who managed to gain a hoid on 
the lifeboat and they clung to it until driven 
ashore by the storm. 

Large Party Is Missing. . 

Walker, Minn., Oct. 13.—No tidings have 
been received from the launch Sarah L., 
which left here on Leech Lake Sueday morn- 
ing with a large party on board. The wind

TO INVESTIGATE FREIGHT RATES. 

The Ilinois railroad and warehouse com- 
mission has decided to assert its jurisdiction 
over the rates charged for transportation by 
the express companies doing business in the 
State, and to prescribe a maximum scale 
similar to its freight rate scales. 

Announcement was made yesterday by 
Secretary William Kilpatrick that a public 
meeting will be held In Chicago on Nov. 4 
for the purpose of hearing complaints, and 
for such further action as they may see fit. 
Acting under an opinion rendered by the at- 
torney general thé commission recently or- 
dered the express companies to file their 
tariffs with the commission. 

Some of the companies have complied, but 
they did so either under protest or with the 
statement that they did not recognize the 
power of the commission to regulate their 
charges. ; 

Shippers Make Complaints. 

Many complaints of the exorbitant charges 
of the companies have been made by the ship- 
pers of the state, and the meeting, according 
to Mr. Kilpatrick’s announcement, is called 
in order to secure further and definite in- 
formation as to the rates in effect for the 
transportation of freight and commodities 


undertake directly the conservation of the

Commission Result of Fight. 

“The commission primarily is the result 
of the long fight that has been going on in 
the various state legislatures between the 
operators and the employés,”’ said Mr. Be- 
ment. The activity of the miners’ union in 
seeking legislation favorable to the men has 
made the operators feel they. too, must get 
into the legislative game harder than they 
would under ordinary circumstances.

The commission, it is hoped, wil) be able 
to weed out’ much undesirable and unneces- 
sary legislation, thereby putting operators 
and men on a basis where each will be treated 
fairly. 

“The principal conservation that will be 
| undertaken will be the conservation of hu- 
man life. It is hard to place the blame for 
the high death rate in the mines either at the 
door of the operators or of the miners, but it 
probably will be possible for the commission 
to recommend legislation that will result in 
greater safety to the men and greater profit 
to the operators per ton of coal mined. 

It this can be accomplished other condi- 
tions will adjust themselves without much 
difficulty.” e 


Want aia of Workers. 


Mr. Traer said the greatest problem con- 
fronting the Gommission was to make the 
miners see that their own interests would 
be served best if they were more mindful of 
their employers’ gain. 

“In one way the proposition we are up 
against in attempting to better conditions 
in the mines is solely one of conservation, 
he said. ‘‘ That is, if’ we can make the 
miners see that it is to their interest to get 
out a better grade of coal we will be able to 
eliminate a great waste that is going on con- 
stantly in every mine in the state. 

“ The entire trouble lies in the gross weight 
system. By this system the miners are paid 
by the weight of coal they load into the cars 
in the mines. Prior to 1897 the miners were 
paid by the weight of the screened coal they 
mined, andé@this system was abolished by law 
because it was greatly abused by some oper- 
ators, who cheated the men. : 

“The principal drawback to the gross 
weight system is that the minersdo not work 
to get out coal in large chunks. They simply 
bore their charge holes, put in the powder, 
and blow loose all the coal they can to be 
shoveled into the cars. As a result the coal 


they mine, although they are paid full weight 


for it, will screen mostly to worthless dust. 

„What we aim to do is to obtain legislation 
which will do away with this condition. It 
is too broad a subject to be discussed in part 
for publication, but I can sum it up by saying 
that if we succeed in changing the laws 
governing the use of powder and effect differ- 
ent weighing agreements, a large percentage 
of the present waste will be eliminated. 
After that we may talk of other means of 
conserving the remaining coal supply of the 
State.“ '

Three Elevated Roads Agree 
to Install New Ventilat- 
ing Devices. 


SURFACE LINES PROMISE. 


Heads of City Departments De- 
cide to Prune Estimates 
to the Limit. 


Fresh, warm air in the cars of the street and 
elevated railways even in zero weather—that 
is what Chicago is going to have no later than 
this winter. The air is to be warmed by pass- 
ing over a heated surface before it gets tothe 
passengers. 

Dr. W. A. Evans, commissioner of health, 
who promises this innovation, makes the 
declaration that Chicago will beat every 
other city in the country in the ventilation of 
street cars when this new system is installed, 
and he has deposited with the city clerk a 
written contract, signed by the presidents of 
all the elevated roads except the Oak Park, 
that the ventilators will be performing their 
duties by Jan. 1. He also has a verbal un- 
derstanding with President Roach and Pres- 
ident Mitten of the two surface lines that 
each will have about 700 cars equipped with 
ventilating devices on or about the same date. 

Dr. Evans is not using supernatural powers 
to secure this relief for the long suffering 
public. He does not deny, however, that he 
has taken a few lessons from the police de- 
partment and learned the art of hypnotism. 


Will Tell Others of System. 

So proud is he of this achievement and so 
glad of a chance to boost Chicago that he 
proposes to read a paper upon “ street rail- 
way ventilation ’’ before the American Public 
Health association at its meeting at Rich- 
mond, Va., next Wednesday. At that time 
he will explain with drawings and models the 
mechanisms that have been devised by the 
engineersy the plans of which have been 
passed upon already by the city officials. 

The apparatus will not be the same on all 
the roads. The mechanism that will be used 
by the Northwestern elevated is an invention 
of E. C. Nohe, superintendent of the road, 
and is so regulated that when the cars are at 
a standstill the ventilator will be wide open, 
but the pressure of the air on the outside 
when the cars are in motion will close the 
opening partly, so that at all times it will ad- 
mit a sufficient quantity of air. Thisair wil! 
pass over several heated coils before circu- 
lating in the cars. It is planned to have two 
ventilators on each car, one at each end. 


South and West Side Devices. 

It is understood that the mechanism to be 
used om the Metropolitan elevated road is an 
adaptation of the ventilator now used on 
Pullman cars,’ and in this case also the air 
will pass over coils of hot water before ge- 
ting to the passengers. The South Side ele- 
vated has a similar device, and it is believed 
that the Oak Park elevated will adopt some 
means of ventilation, although President 
Knight has mot signed the agreement. 

The problem on the surface cars is said to 


| present some difficulties which the elevated 


roads will not have to contend with, but both 
President Roach and President Mitten be- 
Heve that they will be able to overcome these. 
and will make the experiments on the new big 
cars. 

The regular weekly luncheon of the various 
municipal heads of departments was held at 
the La Salle hotel yesterday noon, at which 
the question of cutting the appropriation 
again was discussed, It is said the depart- 
ment heads all have pledged themselves to 
prune their estimates of expenses for next 
year, and that nearly all of them agreed that 
by careful figuring a reduction of about 10 
per cent cam be made. 


Will Trim Many Items. 

Not all of this will come in the pay rolls, it 
is said, but part of the saving will be made by 
reducing the estimates for supplies and sun- 
dry items. These meetings will continue 
until the budget is ready to go to the finance 
committee, and possibly afterward, and theré 
is some talk of making these weekly lunch- 
eons a permanent institution.

CITE CONVINCING FACTS. 


W. J. Wilgus, Former New York 
Central Official, Gives Fiy- 
ures for That Road. 


Arguments of Chicago railroad executives 
against the electrification of their terminals 
jn the city are refuted at almost every angle 
py the published views of engineers who have 
been engaged in the work of electrification in 
New York and elsewhere. 

Although the heads of the Chicago roads, 
jooking at the question mainly from the 
gtandpoint of dividends and the large first 
cost involved, have pfotesteg almost to a 
man that the substitution. of electricity for 
gteam is impracticable, absurd, uneconom- 
ical, or in its infancy, an entirely different 
view of the subject is presented in the testi- 
mony of electrical engineers who have made 
a practical study of steam road electrifica- 


tion. 

The records of the proceedings of the lead- 
ing technical societies during the last two 
years are replete with facts and statistics 
based on the experiences of the New York 
Central and New York, New Haven and 
Hartford roads, presented in papers and dis- 
cussions by the leading civil, electrical, and 
mechanical engineers of the country, which 
go to shoW just the opposite. 


Inereases Terminal Capacity. 
That electrification has increased the ca- 
city of the New York terminal by one- 
third, and tha portant savings have been 
effected in almost every department of oper- 
ation, is the testimony of W. J. Wilgus, 
who was Vice-president of the New York 
Central in charge o electrification of 
“th New York terminals. and who now is 
engaged in supervising the electrification of 
the Detroit tunnel for the Michigan Central. 

In a paper read before the American Soci- 


ty of Civil Engineers, Mr. Wilgus presents 


statistics which may be of interest to Chi- 
cago students of the situation. 

Mr. Wilgus’ summary shows the electric 
Jocomotive has the following ‘advantages 
ever its steam rival: 


Savings in locomotive repairs and fixed charges, 
10 per cent. * 

Saving 3 dead time for repairs and inspection, 
18 per 

Greate «Ae ton mileage, 25 per cent, 

Saving in focomotive ton mileage in hauling 
service, 6 per cent. ? 

Saving in locomotive ton mileage in switching 
gervice, 11 per cent. 

Saving im locomotive ton mileage in road service, 
16 per cent. 

Net saving in cost in hauling service. 12 per cent. 

Net saying in cost in switching service, 21 per 
gent. 

Net saving in cost in road service, 27 per cent. 


Electric Engines Cheapest. 

Including interest, depreciation. handling, 
and repairs, he estimates a saving in favor 
of the electric locomotive of-$2.52, or 19 per 
cent, in spite of the increased first cost of an 
electric locomotive. This he placed at $30,- 
000, as against $15,000 for a steam engine. 
Based on comparative cost per 1,000 car 
ton miles, the electric locomotive showed an 
advantage ef $4.48 in switching service, of 
24 cents in hauling ert and 75 cents in 
road service. 

In discussing 3 figures Mr. Wilgus 
aid: . 

“ The principal reasons for undertaking the 
Work were two-fold: (1) Demand of the public 


for the abolition of the nuisances incident to | 


the use of the steam locomotive south of the 
Harlem river, and (2) need for increased 
capacity of the terminal. 

As secondary considerations were the pos- 
sibliity of sufficient economy in operation at 
least to offset largely the additional fixed 
charges on the cost of electrical! installation, 
and opportunities for an ultimate large in- 
crease in traffic and corresponding ‘growth of 


revenue to justify the expenditure for all im- 


provements. within the suburban zone. 
The first two expectations have been co 
pletely realized. The atmospheric conditions 
ein the Park avenue tunnel show marked im- 
provement. The effect on the operating effi- 
ciency of the terminal has been gratifying, 
the increased capacity being estimatea at 
one-third. 


Results Were Surprising. . 

“The results as regards economy have been 
most surprising The operation for a consid- 
erable period of steam and electric equip- 
ment side by side has afforded an unex- 
sampled opportunity for a true comparison 
of costs of cperation. The month of August, 

‘2007, showed a decrease in cost of operation 

of 9 per cent, while the work done increased 
i per cent, which is equivalent to a net 
saving of 13% per cent.” 

In a later discussion before the New York 

Railroad club, Mr. Wilgus stated that the 
New York Central has effected a saving of 
2 0 000 pet year fof the lighting of yards, 
eand that he knew of one railroad yard where 
a saying of $114 O00 per year could be effect- 
“ed by the saving in power in hours where 
‘travel is iight. 

Frank J. Sprague, one of the foremost 
“consulting electrical engineers of the country. 
in a paper presented before the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, said: 

Ot the two broad lines on which electri- 
fication can be considered, if increased econ- 
emy be deemed the dominant reason for 
change of motive power, then every wheel 
in an electrified division should be turned by 
“electricity, and the saving effected should

Protest Meeting at Naples. 

At Naples a largely attended meeting pro- 
tested against the execution, and a body of 
students prepared a memorial to be presented 
to the Spanish consul, but the local adminis- 
tration forbade this. At Turin all workmen 
have quit for twenty-four hours and are hold- 
ing indignation meetings. The.chamber of 
commerce of Florence has organized a meet- 
ing tomorrow to discuss the execytion. 

At Brussels the police were kept busy pro- 
tecting the Spanish embassy. Demonstra- 
tions were made yesterday against Ferrer's 
sentence and they were renewed today, with 
greater vehemence, following the execution. 

Large crowds attended the meetings to pro- 
test against the action of the Spanish author- 
ities, and violent speeches were made, Later 
a procession marched through the streets 
with draped flags, shouting “‘Down with 
Alfonso! Vengeance for Ferrer.“ Efforts 
were made to reach the Spanish embassay, 
but they were repulsed. 


Vindicated Only as Thinker. 

The vindication of Ferrer, so far as it ex- 
ists in England, apart from the socialists, 
seems to be based on the idea that he Wasa 
profound thinker and educator, in fact a sort 
of Spanish Herbert Spencer. For this view 
there is only the slightest, if any, founda- 
tion, although opinions differ widely as to 
his actual character and endowments. 

The Standard, sketching his history from 
materials supplied by its correspondents in 
Spain, says he was a man of the middle class 
arid only moderately cultured. It is difficult 
to ascertain the source of the idea that he 
was well educated. He was not a professor, 


not even a teacher, except of anarchical 
ideas. He was well to do. for a wealthy 


New 
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woman in Paris, who admired him, be- 


4 queathed him $500.000, which was enough to 


constitute him a rich man in Spain. 

Dr. Salillas has pointed out his queer tastes 
in Uterature and pictures. He plastered the 
walls of his cell with not too elevated designs 
from illustrated journals, and added to these 
rhymes and inscriptions, which often were 
-ungrammatical. He always exhibited consid- 
erable peculiarity of mental view, even for 
an extremist. Ferrer will be missed abroad, 
where many in his political camp lived on 
his bounty and where he traveled to organize 
and reward. On the other hand, the Spanish 
officials have lost a dangerous and, within his 
limits, an able opponent. 

By his will Ferrer leaves the bulk of his 
fortune to his children, with the expressed 
desire that they turn it over to two well 
known revolutionaries to continue his 
schools. Ferrer's calm and dignified bearing 
in the last moments of life greatly impressed 
even his most inveterate enemies, 


Ferrar Brave at Execution. 


BARCELONA, Oct. 13.— With a bravery 
that brought tears to the eyes of the squad 
of twelve men who were detailed to shoot 
him, Prof. Francisco Ferrér marched this 
morning to the trench that had been prepared 
to receive his body after the fatal volley. 
Attended only by his attorney, Sefior. Gal- 
ceran, he walked with a firm stride across 
the prison courtyard at the Montjuich 
fortress, and as he reached the trench refused 
the offer of two priests to administer to him 
the last sacraments of the church. 

Just before the bandage was placed over 
his eyes, Ferrer asked his attorney for his 
will, which he had drawn up in his cell dur- 
ing his last hour of life. Having read the 
document he expressed his satisfaction with 
it and signaled his executioners that he was 
ready to be blindfolded and shot. The next 
instant he was dead, with many bullets in 
his heart. 


Moved When Talking of Daughter. 


Onty once did Ferrer give any evidence 
of emotion. This was when Senor Galceran 
told him of the brave efforts of his daughter 
to save him. Miss Ferrer has been support- 
ing the family since her father’s arrest. In 
spite of her education and talents the only 
work she has been able to obtain is in a 
biscult factory. 

With tones expressing deep feeling, Prof. 
Ferrer talked with his attorney of his life 
work and when he began to talk of his 
daughter his throat filled and he was un- 
able to proceed for several minutes. Finally 
he mastered his emotion and gave a message 
of farewell to the daughter and other mem- 
bers of the family, after which he spoke 
little. 

Galceran had obtained permission to be 
with Ferrer at the end only with the great- 
est difficulty. For his loyal defense of the 
| ‘condemned man he himself had been arrested 

for improperly addressing the trial court, 
and for a time it was feared he would not 
be able to see his client. 


Daughter Appeals to King. 


Miss Ferrer, after her father’s conviction, 
made a personal appeal to King Alfonso to 
spare his lifes She, begged the monarch 
in the name of his known generosity and 
chivalry to allow the condemned man to live 
and when her appeal was refused she became 
prostrated and was obliged to give up her 
work. 

Previous to the execution precautions had 
been taken to forestall a possible attempt at 
rescue by dosbling the sentinels upon the 
walls of the fortress.

Cook issued a statement foday in reply to 
the latest charges of Commander Peary. 
He says: 

“TIT can only say that the actual living 
human witnesses, of my journey to the pole 
will themselves be able to disprove the dis- 
torted declarations put into their mouths in 
the statement issued by Commander Peary. 

There could not be better testimony than 
that given by the men themselves before an 
unbiased body of inquirers. Commander 
Peary evidently regards their evidence as 
of the most profound importance, and so do 
I. It seems to me that he might have brought 
them along with ‘him if he was so‘confident 
that they would corroborate his story. 

He, however, chose not to do 80. I will, 
therefore, send for them as soon as possible 
and place them at the disposal of any scien- 
tific or other body that may desire to ex- 
amine them with the aid of any competent 
Interpreters whom the examining body may 
appoint.” 

As to the question of the ascent of Mount 
McKinley—now a subject of inquiry by the 
Explorers’ club—Dr. Cook said of Barrille, 
the Montana guide, who is coming east pre- 
sumably to give his evidence: 

„ Barrille is at Hberty to see anybody he 
wishes to, I want him to have as many 
audiences as he desires and to answer all 
questions put to him.’

While Rockforest went to liam Gibson’s 
eldest son, Lord Ashbourne inherited the fine old family 
mansion in Merrion square, and his father’s legal acu- 
men. Indeed, so renowned was he, even when at col- 
lege, for the possession of an eye for the main chance, 
that he used to go by the nickname of “ The Judicious 
Hooker.” . ö 

Lord Ashbourne's snow white hair, which contrasts 
so picturesquely with his flashing dark eyes, cannot be 
reganded as a sign of age, although he is 72 years old, 
for it already had assumed its silvery hue when he 
wan 80, which led to his being designated by a brother 
barrister as “Gibson's premature autumn.” He has 3 
winning, offhand manner, and the tones of his voice, 
though deep, are pleasing and sympathetic. He is one 
of the pillars of the Conservative party and one of 
the most ardent of anti-homerulers, being always ready, 
and, in fact, spoiling for a fight, about this issue.

Possessed of all the national love of a shindy, es- 
pecially in politics, neither Lord Ashbourne nor his 
sons can be described as conciliatory persons, and under 
the circumstances the peculiar decorations of the en- 
trance hall of his old family mansion in Merrion 
square, Dublin, the walls of which are entirely cov- 
ered with swords, muskets, pistols, blunderbusses, and 
other less civilized weapon, must be regarded as pecul- 
larly appropriate. Merrion square, I may add, is the 
square that was constituted by the palatial town reaj- 
dences of the old Irish aristocracy, in the days when 
they were compelled to spend a portion of the year in 
Dublin, in order to attend the sessions of Ireland’s 
parliament, prior to the union. 

The Hon. Victor Gibson, the fiancé of Miss Caroline 
de Billier, is, like his father and grandfather before 
him, a member of the legal profession, but did some 
soldiering during the Boer war in which he distin- 
guished himself. His elder brother, William, although, 
like his father, a Tory of the most pronounced descrip- 
tion, is nevertheless more enthusiastically and more 
passionately devoted to everything Irish, especially to 
all the old customs and traditons of the Emerald isle, 
than any other son of Erin. To him, fndeed, belongs 
the credit of having been one of the originators of the 
Gaelic movement, which may be described as a revolt 
of the Hibernian mind against almost all that has hap- 
pened in Ireland since the date of the treaty of Lim- 
erick and as an endeavor to revive everything pertain- 
ing to the Erin of olden times. 

Among other interesting forms of this revival has 
been that of dress, and the Hon. William Gibson has 
devoted much trouble and money to researches bearing 
on the subject, in the belief that the recalling into 
existence of the distinctive Irish garb of long ago.will 
accomplish the same result as the retention of the kilt 
and tartan in the Highlands of Scotland, in keeping 
alive the Irish national sentiment. 

Few persons nowadays are aware that the kilt was 
in olden days a distinctive article of dress, not only of 
the Scotch, but also of the Irish. Although the High- 
landers were forbidden for a time, during the Jacobite 
insurrections, to don the kilt, yet on the whole they 
were much less molested in this respect than the Irish, 
consequently never réally have ceased to wear their 
distinctive costume. 

But Henry VIIL, with the object of stamping out 
every vestige of nationalism among the opponents of 
his rule in Ireland, enacted a number of penal statutes, 
providing dire punishment for any Irish patriot who 
should venture to adhere to the style of dress of his 
forefathers. It is these same statutes, which carefully 
and elaborately enumerated every article of Hibernian

Moreover, the fortune which he has inherited from his 
parents is so great that not even this large legacy 
to St. Quentin will in any way impoverish him. 

The legacy serves once more to call attention to 
the important röle which the private secretary plays in 
official and even in private life in England. There is 
not a statesman of any prominence during the last 
half century, nor any peer in public life, who has not 
served his apprenticeship as private secretary. The 
latter in Englend is always chosen from the same 
social grade and circle as that of his employer. Conse- 
quently he is in full sympathy and understanding with E 
the views, the prejudices, the tastes, and ethics of his 
chief, and is thus able to render him far more efficient 
service than if taken from an inferlor class of society. 
Here in America there always is a tendency to reduce 
the rdle of private secretary to that of mere stenogra- 
pher. The person to suffer from this is not so much 
the private secretary as the employer, who naturally 
does not get the same efficiency of service, for the 
reason that he is neither in complete touch nor in sym- 
pathetic understanding with his alter ego.

It is amazing that the Servians should not long ere 
this have dispensed with monarchy and established a 
_republic, for they are compelled to pay not only to 
keep their royalty in the country but also to keep it 
outside of the kingdom. Thus, when Milan abdicated 
in favor of his son, the late King Alexander, the 
Servians were compelled to grant a large annuity to 
their ex-ruler in order to insure his residence abroad 
and to prevent him from interfering in the government 
of the kingdom. Moreover, whenever he was hard up, 
which, owing to his extravagances at cards, happened 
frequently, he would return from Paris to Belgrade and 
decline to leave unless his liabilities were settled and 
a sum down in cash was accorded to him 

And now much the same thing is happening with 
the ex-crown prince of Servia. He has surrendered his 
rights of succession to the throne to his younger 
brother, but he absolutely refuses to leave the country, 
where he has developed into a source of great unrest and 
disturbance, until all his debts are paid and he receives 
an allowance suitable to his rank. As his pretensions 
are of the most extravagant character, and as, more- 
over, the Servian treasury is almost empty, there is 
considerable difficulty about complying with his de- 
mands, and in order to hasten matters the ex-crown 
prince is busily engaged in making just as much 
trayble as he can, so as to induce the king and govern- 
ment to be willing to pay anything in order to get rid 
of him quickly.

Explorer Fails in His Attempt 
to Get One of the “Seats 
of the Noble.”

FRIDAY.—The dawn and the sunrise this 
morning may have been glorious, but I did 
not see them. There was something about 
the governor's bed most inviting. But when 
[rubbed my eyes open and looked out from 
the balcony there was still the marvelously 
beautiful Alimat valley, far down and above, 
extending like one vast elongated amphithe- 
ater, or great blind terraced cafion, stretch- 
ing up into the heavens, with the green per- 
pendicular camote fields, the- brown terraces, 
and the countless cascades, glistening in the 
sunshine, with thin blue clouds of smoke ris- 
ing here and there amongst the dark green 
foliage. a 

A mountain water, clear and cold, shower 
bath, a good leisurely breakfast, and we are 
ready to look through a nearby barrio. The 
houses are small, but neatly made, and rise 
high and clear from the ground on four solid 
piles. A ladder leads to the living room 
above, the stgrage chamber being up under 
the peak of the roof. The people wear a dif- 
ferent cast of countenance from the Igor- 
rotes, and wear just below their knees and 
Wrists fine, heavy copper wire colled in a 
six inch long spiral, which clank and jingle 
as they walk. They also wear earrings of 
double spirals of copper wire. About the 
houses are splendid wooden bow!ls, fine spears 
and knives, and a wide variety of well made 
objects, all revealing a rich material life. 
The people seem friendly and offer us native 
rum or bassi. 

And our impedimenta is dry and we have 
lunched, and at half after 1, with fresh horses 
and a new set of cargadores, and with Lieut. 
Gallman leading the procession, we resume 
our flight across Luzon. We do not take the 
new, well made trail to Quiangan, our next 
objective point, but the old wornout trail,. 
which leads us for a short distance down the 
Alimat valley, over rocks and through ca- 
mote beds, and along the edge of sementeras, 
but always we are ascending, rising higher 
and higher above the river. 


Scenes in Ibalao Valley. 


Then we cross over a low divide and enter 
the Ibalao river valley, into which we de- 
scend, and at about 3 o'clock we halt for the 
night at barri of Binahahan, in the Cabul- 
reyan district, four miles from Banaue. We 
take possession at once of an earthen floor 
rest house with cane benches on-three sides 
which serve as chairs, tables, and beds. 

We soon are surrounded by a lot of fine 
looking Ifugaos, the men with good, neat 
blue cotton loin cloths and the women with 
dark blue skirts and robes beautifully em- 
broidered in red. Both sexes wear great 
copper spirals about their wriste and legs. 
But their most interesting feature is the tat- 
tooing on arms and breast, which is entirely 
different from that of the Igorrotes. Instead 
of close and regular geometric patterns are 
semi-conventionalized designs of birds and 
amimais, apparently placed at ran and 
producing a bizarre effect. The men wear 
their bolo in a wooden sheath, which is sup- 
ported by a belt which, with a long, freely 
hanging end, is covered with shell disks, per- 
forated.. And every man carries his spear. 

We looked through the village, which, as 
to houses, etc., is much Hke those of Banaue. 
I was especially struck by some fine Chinese 
jars and beautifully made baskets of huge 
size. An impromptu dance was arranged 
for our benefit, a beautiful ttle maiden with 
clear, fair skin and a decided Mongolian eye, 
which is most pronounced here, winning the 
prize of a string ofsyellow beads offered for 
the best dancer. The movement of the hands, 
arms, and feet of the dancers was strongly 
suggestive of Java. But best of all were the 
gansas, fine old hand hammered copper 
gongs of an antiquity so great that their or- 
igin is placed im the age of wonder and myth, 
and worn smooth as glass by ages of hand 
polish. 

Natives Eager for Beads. 

We do not lack company while we prepare 

and eat our evening meal of — bacon, 

nuts, and eggs, but our vi re are a 
— 4 mannered, good looking, interesting lot 
of natives, and withal modest and shy, but 
they want beads and are willing chat we 
should know it. 

We are still in a fighting, head hunting 
country, and as we prepare to roll up in our 
blankets on our cane mat bed an armed sol. 
Aer sentry stands guard at the entrance of 
our hut. Not far from here, not long ago, 
an American soldier lost his life by an Ifugao 
spear, and a ten days’ cafiao was held over 
hie head. And till 10 o'clock Lieut. Gallman 
rejoices us with tales of adventure among 
this and neighboring tribes. 

SATURDAY.—A sound sleep; a perfect 
morning. Fresh eggs, &@ couple of young 
chickens, some boiled rice, and a cup of good 
Black coffee afd we are off at sunrise, our 
hosts of the village steadily and persistently 
refusing pay for their eggs and chickens, 
¢laiming they would be ashamed to receive 
an equivalent when they were entertaining 
passing strangers—quite different from an 
_Igorrote, to say nothing of a Christian town. 
Down the valley we go, by sementeras, where 
girls are paddling about in the mud up to 
their knees, skimming snails from the water,

Eye Hints. 

The eyes are in constant use, and yet, of 
all the organs in the body, they are probably 
the ieast cared for and the most abused. 
We sew or read in a fading light, in forced 
positions, straining our sight to the utmost, 
wrinkling our eyelids to a mere slit in an 
effort to concentrate the dim rays; women 
peer for hours at a time through veils—some 
with solid dots and squares large enough to 
obscure the vision completely; we read in 
rapidly moving trains, while the matter we 
endeavor to focus upon is being jostled in 
all directions; we read while lying down and 
with insufficient light—and the constant won- 
der is that our eyes are so tolerant of such 
abusive treatment.

Featherstitching. 

Feather stitching Is not necessarily a 
straight line decoration.

Welsh Rarebit. 

Put into the blazer one tablespoonful of 
butter, one-fourth teaspoonful of paprika, 
one tablespoonful of walnut or mushroom 
catsup. Turn in one pound of rich cream 
cheese, finely crumbled, and begin stirring. 
As the cheese melts, lift the pan from the 
fire frequently, and when most of the cheese 
is hot turn in gradually about one-fourth 
cupful of cream, adding more or less ac- 
cording to the cheese. It should be a smooth 
batter that does not break in the pouring. 
Have the wafers or toast ready on a fork, 
dip each piece into the rarebit until covered, 
and serve quickly on a hot plate; or, if more 
convenient, pour it over the wafers.

Minced Chicken. 

Cut up the remainder of a cold roast 
chicken, lay aside any nice meat. Put the 
bones, skin, and any hard, dry meat intoa 
stewpan with cold water to cover; add one 
Small onion, a teaspoon of mixed herbs, a lit- 
tle salt and pepper, and simmer one hour, or 
until the bones are clean. Strain and remove 
the fat. Chop the reserved meat and mix 
with it four mushrooms and the whites of 
four hard boiled eggs chopped fine.

Prune Custard. — 


Stew half a pound of prunes in water to 
cover, until the stones will slip out easily. 
Let the sirup boil away. Soak one pint of 
dried cake (any kind of butter cake crum- 
bled finely) in one quart of milk. Add two 
beaten eggs, a little salt and spice, and 
the stewed pruneb. Bake slowly about an 
hour, or until a knife will come out clean.

From the river we walk up a steep trail to 
the side of a hill where we have a valley in 
front of us several miles wide, by far the 
widest since leaving the Abra valley at Cer- 
vantes, but it is not a level valley, every- 
where broken and cultivated, now in blos- 
soming cotton in the terraces, The val- 
ley appears as a great ellipse, the narrow 
cafion at each end forthe entrdnce and exit 
of the river being plainly visible. 

Again we are in a forest, with fine, state- 
ly trees, following along a smal! stream, 
which we ford and then for half an hour we 
climb steadily up a long broad spur which 
slopes out into the valley. We can now see 
across the river, a seeming level stretch of 
plain, an old river terrace, the widest bit of 
plain, about the only bit we have seen since 
we left the coast. 


Many Settlements in Valley. 

The valley seems rich in people. At one 
place I counted eleven barrios of considerable 
size, each partly hidden in groves of banana, 
cocoanut, and betel palm. Everywhere are 
people at work, chiefly women, in the gar- 
dens. We enter a village at its side, pass 
on by, with its coffee plants in bright red 
berry and big Jack fruit trees, and just above 
the village by a grassy plaza, we are at 
the Qurtel of Quiangen, with its Ilocano 
lieutenant in charge and twenty native 
soldier boys, eighteen miles from Binaha- 
han. The officers’ building is old and shaky, 
but comfortable withal, and we are sufficient 
in numbers and spirit to make a hovel 
seem a palace, and the native lieutenant 
certainly does all in his power to make us 
comfortable. 

After luncheon we eagerly set out to ex- 
plore the village close by, for it is renowned 
and famous. And sure enough, as we ap- 
proach the first house, there it is—a per- 
fectly enormous carved seat of a single place 


of mountain mahogany, twelve feet in length 
and four in Height and as wide. These are 
the so-called seats of nobility, for only 
the rich and influential may own one. This 
one cost the owner three carabao, and thirty 
pigs, to say nothing of rice and baal. 

I decided right then that the place for that 
seat was in the Cummings hall in Chicago, 
but the governor said it could not be pur- 
chased. We visited other houses, many of 
them, and admired their great seats under 
or at the house. These houses are the finest 
I. have seen in the island, great splendid 
beams all hand hewn with native made tools, 
fine great thick plank floors and neatly 
trimmed supports, everything. about the 
house massive and dignified and impressive. 


Looms of Great Interest. 

Inside, the houses are equally interesting, 
with fine, carved looms, beautiful bowls, and 
some real Chinese blue and green procelain! 
The fireplace is in a corner of the house 
and above it is a double decked drying frame 
of substantial timbers and generous dimen- 
sions. 

I saw no seat so fine or large as the first, 
so we returned and I bought it and it is 
to leave tomorrow morning in charge of fifty 
cargadores for the big river, 80 miles away. 
It will be rafted across smaller rivers, for 
the wood is so Heavy it will not float, and 
be dragged through lesser streams and cross 
two mountain ranges and go through deep 
black mud, and 181 miles down a long river 
in a barangayan, and then by steamer to 
Manila, and finally, with great good luck, 
we will get it to Chicago, where it belongs— 
the largest and finest ethnological specimen 
ever sent out of the Philippines. 

It is hard to be of good cheer tonight, in 
spite of the added presence of two genial 
Americanos, for this is the end of the beat 
for Gov. Reed and Lieut. Gov. Gallman. 
How we shall miss them, for they have made 
rough trails smooth, and the rain as sun-

feated everything in the west in those years. 
Yost himself believes he has material from 
which a strong team can be selected, but he 
fears the players will not have had enough 
experi by the time Pennsylvania, Syra- 
cuse, ahd Minnesota are met. 

Yost realizes that experience is a great 
asset for any team and deplores the fact that 
his players have not had the opportunities to 
play more games in order that they might 
feel more confident when the harder and 
more important contests are played. He 
is endeavoring to make up for this by scrim- 
maging the players long and hard every 
night, and these corftests take on the color of 
a real game. 


Officials Are Strict. 

A strict referee and umpire have charge 
of these struggles, and both sides are heavily 
penalized for the least infringement of the 
rules.

In this manner Yost goes 
aler coaching his eleven, giving it pointers and 
help .t the right time, and the players generally 
always master his suggestions. 

Although held to a 8 to 0 score by Case last Sat- 
urday everybody here seems to be*satisfied with 
the Wolverine’s showing in the first contest.

are unanimous that Case has a powerful defensive 
team. which made it hard for Michigan to gain with 
its ragged offense.

With Yost and Fitzpatrick on 
the field this is enough incentive for the players 
to do their best, and they give the coaches the best 
that ie in them. Redden. captain of the 10U% team, 
and Hall, who played k in 1885 and 1806, also 
are lending valuable stance in the develop- 
ment of the team.

Freeney will most likely play the otherhalf He 
easily was the star of the scrimmage today and 
made several long, dodging end runs. With coach- 
ing he will develop into a good man.

Lawton, the full back. is heralded as another 
Johnny Garrells.

BROTHER DENIES STORY. 


Brands Yarn as Huge Untruth; 
Explains Contents of Special 
Delivery Letter. : 


Champaign, III., Oct. 18.—[ Special I- aul 
Hoffman, a post-graduate student at the 
University of Illinois, rightfully or wrong- 
fully, is under suspicion of furnishing dope 
on some of Head Coach Hall's most highly 
prized plays to the Maroon camp. 

That Hoffman is deeply interested in the 
success of the Maroons because of his 
brother’s presence on the Chicago eleven and 
has been 90 anxious to communicate with 
his athletic kinsman that he has forwarded 
special delivery letters to him in care of 
Director Stagg is the story that has created 
a sensation at the conference of Lilinois 
coaches following the practice tonight. 

Only because of the manner in which the 
story came was any attention paid to it: 
Iilinois has never been addicted to the habit of 
discovering spies on the athletie field. Open prac- 
tice is held, the gates are never closed, and the 
Itlint bave always held that no foe would stoop te 
such a method. 


Tonight one of the Illini coaching staff made the 


positive assertion that he had received almost 
authoritative information that Hoffman had dis- 
patched the special delivery letter to his brother. 
The name of the informant was fot disclosed. ‘ 

Even with this strong statement the Illini are 
loath to believe that the foes of Saturday bave had 
any hand in the alleged plot. Some weeks repre-. 
sentations were made to Director Huff that Hoff- 
man was a frequent observer at football practice 
and that he should not be allowed there, but the 
director failed to see any need for such action.

PRIMARY RECEIPTS HEAVY. 


Corn Works Lower, Affected by Ideai 
Weather; Product Is Weak. 


Short seliers again had a bad day in the 
wheat market, and although best prices for 
the session were not maintained, the close 
showed net advances of lc for December, 
%c for May, and a shade higher for July. 
The main bullish factors outside of loca! pit 
conditions were the strong markets in the 
northwest Tuesday and the sharp advances 
in continental markets. Liverpool proved 
a disappointment to the bulls, losing prac- 
tically all of the advance of Tuesday and 
closing d off to „d up compared to Mon- 
day’s finish. This did not weigh heavily with 
the local crowd, and the undertone of the 
market here was decidedly strong. Profit 
taking was on a heavy scale, but commission 
houses had liberal buying orders which sup- 
ported the market on the weak spots. . 


Commission Houses Are Buyers. 

The leading commission houses were on the 
buying side. Bartlett-Patten, Ware-Leland. 
Clement-Curtis, Logan-Bryan, and other big 
houses were the buyers early. On the buiges. 
the selling was headed by Chapin, Harris- 
Winthrop, Marfield, Pringle, Knight-Mc- 
Dougal, Bartlett Patten, Pringle, Skillen, 
Barrett, and Rankin. While the majority 
of traders are still bullish there was much 
selling of long wheat, and considerable short 
selling on the theory that prices had gone 
up too fast to hold the advance the last few 
days. Holders of ups also took a hand in the 
sélling and this was a decided factor at times 
when there was a lull in the buying. Pub- 
lic interest appeared to be awakened tosome 
extent and commission houses had a fair 
business for outside account. 


Cash Situation Is Strong. 

The dominating factor in the market from 
a bull standpoint continues to be the re- 
markably strong cash situation. Primary re- 
ceipts for two days reached the immense 
total of 3,298,000 bu, but this had no effect. 
The milling demand continues as brisk as 
ever and premiums show no signs of being 
depressed. In fact, at all the winter wheat 
markets, sellers have a distinct advantage 
on account of the small stocks, while millers 
bid high for all the availabie offerings. With 
the premiums that at present obtain the 
short seller has little chance to become ag- 

ve as what wheat is in store is prac- 
tically all tied up, and there are no large 
stocks to trade on. Duluth is advancing: 
asking prices for spring wheat a little and 
with lighter receipts northwest, premiums 
for springs will advance further in all prob- 
ability. 


Large Wheat Area in Argentina. 

An official Argentine report estimates the 
wheat area this year at 14,475,000 acres, or 
about 500,000 acres less than a year ago, 
although 200,000 acres more than-preliminary 
figures indicated. Liverpool reported liberal 
Offers of Russian, Pacific coast, and Cana- 
dian wheats. The world’s available supply 
increased 6,823,000 bu, compared to an in- 
crease a year ago of 8.402 000 bu. The Kuro- 
pean visible is now 71,726,000 bu, compared 
to 68,000,000 bu a year ago. Minneapolis 
stocks increased 450,000 bu for the four days, 
or much less than for the same time a year 
ago. The northwest points had 1,553 cars 
for two days, against 1,526 cars for the same 
time a year ago. Local receipts were 87 cars, 
with 65 cars inspected yesterday. Clearances

Canada has raised bumper crops of all grains this 
rea and the farmers of the dominion will reap 
rich returns from the soll. The Ottawa censuspe- 
port. dated 11. said: Compared with reports 
at the same date a year ago, the averege quality 
of spring Wheat is 52.4 @ against 75 per cent of a 
standard; of oats, 83.95; against 75; and of bariey, 
81.22. against 71. In the)morth western provinces 
the averag@of quality is high compared to a year 
ago. In Saskatchewan wheat is 92.95; in Manitoba, 
87.28; and in Alberta, 8.05. The total yield of the 
leading cereal crops is placed at 350,000, 000 bu, 
and grains selling at unifotmly high prices, 
indicating thé immense wealth of the prairie prov- 
inces. In other provinces aside from the nortn- 
west the records of grain crops are satisfactory. 
Other crops, as well as the cereala are turtiing 
out tn excellent ylelds. The hot and drying winds 
in last ripening days of late sown wheat in the 
northwest provinces have probably lowered the 
average yield there but correspondents yet hesi- 
tate to makes an estimate of the extent of the 
damage 

The cash demand for wheat was excellent and 
there were larger sales of No. 2 red winter than 
for some time, about 65,000 bu of this grade chang- 
ing hands. One lot of 40,000 bu was supposed to 
have sold on basis of 1% over December, while 
25,000 bu sold at lic over December free on board. 
Part of the wheat sold was credited to Waterman 
of Albany. The demand for other kinda of wheat 
Was good and total sales were about 100 000 bu.

The Northwestern Miller in ite weekly review, 
as received by , said: The Minne- 
apolis flour output last weck decreased 5,540 bris. 
This was a surprise, as all the mills ran and the 
outlook last Tuesday was for a material gain. The 
quantity of flour turned out was 424,540 bris, 
against 382,510 in 1908. Every mill fs m opera- 
tion again this week aud the production should 
show considerable of a gain. The mills have more 
directions than they can readily take care of, and 
a profitable business to spur them on. Some really 
have so many urgent calls for rush flour as to make 
it em ng. The export situation offers no 
new feature: Only scattering lots of flour are sold 
and they are not numerous. 

Wheat traders are a good deal at sea in regard 
to the action of the market and many theories are 
being set forth as why the market should continue 
so strong in the face of the heavy movement and 
absence of export One theory was that 
a coterie of stock speculators led by Norman B. 
Ream had bought a big line of wheat and were 
gradually accumulating more. The experience of 
Wall street in the wheat market has not usualty 
been profitable for the stock men, but conditions are 
different apparently this year, and the September 
deal illustrated the possibilities of the market.
